The news from the Plate is still devoid ot n-
terest as regards the progress of the war. The
ouly matter of importance is thut the Parana
had risen g0 muelh ns to allow the ascent of the
hvavy iron-elad Brazil, whish, with three other
Brazilisn guubouts, had reached Paranaeu the
253d of January., Admiral Tamundare, with four
gunbouts, two other stwmers, and some  flats,
was to lenve Brenos Avres ou lim 2d of February,
und it was believed that the fleet would under-
take some important movement soen alter lis
reaching it with those reinforcements,

The won-clad Barroso hod srrived at Mante-
video on the 28ih, dud weuld proceed withent
deluy to join the squadron,

About 3600 trgops had joined the Brazilian
arnuy, and the Argentine lorces were furlher
strengthened by some few handred men. Haye-
ril steamery and ovhier vessels had arrived with
warlike supplics and other mecessaries for the
allied nrmy.
